2. Xugoslav Raiiway Transportation: The dagreb-Belgrade railway and t’ 2 
Maribor=Lijubljana-~Vicsecia railway are beth now in perfect operating 
condition, and material damaged during tne course of the war is again in 
active service. The railway situation in Slevenia is fairly geed wicent 
for a deficiency in Lecemotives and rolling stock. The Zidani~Mosi-~Debova 
line, which was damaged during the war, has been repaired and in av vive 
service fer some time. A double track hed reportedly been laid cver the 
voute by German Pils; however, up to the present time, only a sing]: track 
has been used. Construction ef a trunk line between the tewas of Knin 
and Bihnac is in progress, Itelian Pls from a camp asar Knin are r vorted 
to be working on the line, and it is onticipated that the raliway . ii] 
be in operation i by the coming fall. 


3. war Industries: The munitions factories immediately south of the -own of 
Kragujeyac are being restored to working efficiency, At the prese:.* time 
production is very small and Yugoslavia continues to import munitions 
from Czechoslovakia. 


& At Jesenice, between Ljubljana and Piedicolle, there is a factory or war 
materiel and railway cars which employs several theusand werkers . At 
Slovenski Brod a locomotive end railway material factory is werki: at 
£n11 capacity, producing annually about 120 cars, of which 50 are 
passenger and 70 freight.
